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This  summary  of  the  quantity  of  apples  received  at'  cider  mills, 
evaporators  and  canneries  from  the  crops  of  1937  to  together  with 

a  statement  of  products  manufact^iTed  and  other  pertinent  data,  indicate 
the  extensive  nature  of  the  apple  products  indiAstry  in  Nevr  York,  the 
v;ide  variation  in  volume  from  year  to  year,  and  the  general  range  of 
prices  received  by  producers  for  apples  to  be  used  in  fruit  products » 

Apple  juice  was  listed  separately  in  19>^0,  for  th6  first  time, 

,  The  variation  in  the  number  of  establishraents  reporting  from 

year  to  3'"ear  is  characterist?.c  of  the  indu.stry.      In  years  of  light 
production,  many  establishments  do  not  open  for  operations.      Tliere  is, 

»  however,  a  cioimward  trend  in  the  mmiber  of  cider  mills  and  evaporators, 

several  establishments,  especially  outsi.de  the  more  intensive  apple 
regions,  going  out  of  business  each  year  because  of  fires,  dismantling 
or  abandonment.      Very  few  are  being  built.      The  totals  of  apples  and 
products  are  believed  comparably  complete  from  year  to  j^ear,
